The SFSDS Is A New Affiliate. . . 

The South Florida Swing Dance Society is now a member of the National FastDance 
Association. The Board recently approved our joining of the Association to take ad- 
vantage of the benefits offered in several areas. The Association is comprised of vari- 
ous dance clubs who provide any of the fast dance programs such as swing, shag, bop, 
hustle etc. Together they subscribe to the three largest groups of overseers who police 
activities involving public and private use of copyrighted music and printed works 
such as the music dance clubs play at special events. The three groups are ASCAP, 
BM] and SESAC. These groups perform spot checks around the country verifying 
that proper licenses have been obtained to play copyrighted material. Non-licensed 
events are subject to closure and substantial fines for non-compliance. Membership in 
the NFA provides blanket protection at nominal fees for providing a use license for 
any event displaying or broadcasting applicable materials. Our initial membership fee 
is $125 and the renewal fee is 575. Our membership fee is applied to the annual fee of 
$105 for coverage by Blvfl which is paid by the NFA for the Association's license. 
Our July Summer Swing 2001 event will cost us $25 for an event license covered by 
SESAC and another $.06/person (min. $70) for coverage by ASCAP. These fees are 
very reasonable considering the fines can amount to $30,000 per violation of a copy- 
righted material. In the recent past an event was closed by a sheriffs order in Savan- 
nah, Ga, instigated by a competitor. We don't want that to happen here. 

Another benefit of membership to NFA is that they urge support of member events 
by other member clubs through newsletters publicizing member events. The NFA is 
also working to get blanket liability insurance coverage for all member clubs in case of 
personal injuries or property damage during events. Member clubs can apply to the 
NFA for hosting a regional dance that also serves as a membership, directors and 
convention event by which the host club can make money for their treasury. You will 
see in this newsletter the three logos of ASCAP, BM1 and SESAC as well as the logo 
for the National FastDance Association. The logos identj^y our club as an affiliate club 
of the NFA. The Board felt it was prudent that we subscribe to these benefits.
